Kiel, sealer, of 
Fourth street, by the coroner's jury 
which yesterday investigated the cir- 
cumstances attending t tie death of 
the boy when under an operation 
I'm- tic.- purpose of removing a 
fluid accumulated in tne pleural 
cavity, by Dr. Carter, the attending 
physician. The jury was composed 
of it. E. Levy (foreman), J. H. Greer, 
Ernest Temple, K. J. Howe. Alex. Muir 
and Captain William Heater. After 
he&ring the evidence of many phyot- 
cians, some us experts, and the state- 
ment of the parents, the jury found: 
■That the child came to his deatli 
from natural causes, from tne effects 
of a shock to the system while under- 
going a necessary operation, and the 
attending physician was In no wise to 
blame." 

The body of the boy, which bad 
been Interred, was exhumed and an 
inquest ordered by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral's department. Dr. Carter was 
anxious that all the facts be brought; 
out. and the father was insistent thar, 
an investigation be held. Accordingly, 
the body was exhumed and a post- 
mortem examination made by Dr. 
Robertson, city health olllcer, and Dr. 
Frank Hall. At the request of Dr. 
Carter, a largo number of medical men. 
were present to give evidence as ex- 
perts. 

Dr. Hasell, physician -in charge of 
the Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital, 
was the lirat witness. He said William. 
Kiel was a patient at the hospital, 
suffering from pneumonia. He im- 
proved, but later was found to have 
an effusion in the right side ijf hist 
chest, a common occurrence in such, 
cases. lie was examined by witness. 
Dr. Stabler,. Dr. McMicklng . und tba 
attending physician, Dr. Carter. All 
agreed he hud ah effusion and It was 
j necessary to remove it — the sooner the 
I better. In order to make sure of his 
agnosls, Dr. Carter put a' small 
needle in the boy's side and drew of£ 
a portion of the effusion, thus estab- 
lisiiing his diagnosis. ' 

Dr. Carter then asked witness Vo 
prepare for the operation of aspiration, 
as lie Intended to draw off the Iluid. 
Witness prepared the necessary ap- 
paratus. In order that the child might 
not suffer more than necessary, Dr. 
Carter used ethylchlorlde, an anaes- 
thetic, on the side of the chest. 
Twenty minutes afterwards he Inserted 
a needle. The boy was very nervous 
and frightened. He was shouting 
considerably, the worst thing lie could 
do. One side of ids chest was prae- 
cally numb. He did not sit up. He 
was lying down. After m.aking a small 
Incision Dr. Carter Inserted the needla 
a small distance. N'othing came away. 
Witness suggested that he push tliu 
needle further. He did, and some 
Iluid came out. The child had stopped 
crying. His color changed, and when 
Dr. Carter removed the needle the 
child was Eonc. 

The Coroner — Have you any opinion 
as to the cause of death? 

Dr. Hasell — I myself think the boy 
died of shock. I have seen similar 
deaths — one of a man, another of a 
young- girl. 

Juryman Levy — With the lungs ; a 
the condition that the boy's were, 
would it have been possible to admin- 
ister chloroform'.' 

Dr. Hasell — It would have been ex- 
ceedingly dangerous. 

H. JO. Levy — What would have been, 
the result if the operation had not 
been performed '.' 

Witness—The child would have in- 
evitably died.

Dr. Hasell— About six weeks, I think.

K. Temple— Were the parents con- 
sulted before the operation was per- 
formed ? 

Witness--! believe they were; the 
father was present all the time. 

E. Temple— Did the father have an 
opportunity to quiet the child? 

Witness— He was talking to him all 
■the time. 

Dr. J. C. Davie gave expert evidence. 
He had practiced dn Victoria for 35 
years. With the symptoms described 
to him of the condition of the de- 
ceased, be would have operated simi- 
larly to what Dr. Carter had done. 

H. E. Levy — You think the opera- 
tion was absolutely necessary? 

Dr. Davie— When the Iluid Is there 
to the extent described by Dr. Carter, 
if is necessary to remove it. An 
anaesthetic would be dangerous. 

H. B. Levy— Summing up the whole 
situation, would you do as Dr. Carter 
had done? 

Dr. Davie — I would certi inly have 
removed that Iluid. I don't know what 
was done by Dr. Carter. No two 
men act exactly the same. All doc- 
tors try to do their patients good. 
People forget that the human frame 
Is weak, and the remedies a physician 
finds necessary to apply are some- 
times dangerous. 

J. II. Greer— Do you think the child 
died of fright? 

Dr. Davie— Very likely; one lung 
was completely out of action. 

Mr. Greer— Have you any fault 
find with the practitioner? 
Witness — No.

Mr. Greer— You think he did it for 
the best? 

Dr. Davie— Yes. 

Mr. Kiel, the boy's father, asked: 
Why did Dr. Carter promise me my 
hoy's life? How long would he have 
lived if the operation had not been 
performed? 

Dr. Davie — The child was In a very 
dangerous condition and the operation I 
was necessary. The doctor did what 
lie could. I 

Miss Gladys Gran!, nurse, had heard 
the evidence of Dr. Hasell, and cor- 
roborated it. The deceased was a 
nervous boy; seemed to be a spoiled! 
child. She did not ask Dr. Carter 
not to perform the operation. 

Dr. Stanler told of examining the 
deceased at the hospital and found the 
right side of his chest cavity filled with 
fluid. He told Dr. Carter and the! 
doctor said he had found the same' 
and intended to aspirate. Hd en- | 
dorsed the operation. 

The Post Mortem Examination 

Dr. Frank Hall performed the post- 
mortem examination on the deceased 
boy. He said lie found pneumonia 
on the right side and empyema — that 
is, inflammation of the right lung — 
and an accumulation of iluid in the 
pleural cavity. The other organs 
were healthy as far as lie could judge. 
There was a slight cut two inclies 
below the angle of the scapula, where 
the needle had been inserted. This 
was the usual situation to aspirate 
The left side of the heart was empty, 
the right side being filled with clotted 
blood. A needle inserted as Dr. Car- 
ter had done would not injure any 
Vital spot. The remote cause of death 
was pneumonia and empyema; the 
immediate cause of deatli was shock. 

The Coroner— Have you known any 
cases of deatiis during similar opera- 
tions on the lung or pleura? 

Dr. Hall— No, I never have. 

The Coroner — Isn't It a well known 
fact that such deaths do occur'.' 

Dr. Hall— Yes, sir, it Is a well known 
fact. It is accidental and very rare. 

The Coroner — 1 suppose a death like 
this might occur to anyone? 

Dr. Hall— It might occur to anyone. 

H. 13. Levy — If the operation had not 
been performed, what would have been 
the result? , 

Dr. Hall — The chances are the child 
would have died. , 

The evidence of Dr. Hasell was read 
to witness with regard to the opera- 
tion, and he :;aid that what Dr. Carter 
had done was the ordinary practice. 
He had performed similar operations 
a hundred times. He thought the 
child died from shock. 

Dr. Carter — if you had a patient, 
doctor, and found him suffering from 
an effusion extending to the second 
rib, would you wail to ask the parents 
before operating, or go ahead? 

Dr. Hall — It is not my usual prac- 
tice to ask questions Of parents. The 
patient is put In my hands to be 
treated. I go ahead. {Sometimes 1 
ask them— if they are around. 

Mr. Kiel— The tube used by Dr. 
Carter did not reach the boy's heart? 

Dr. Hall— No; that would he im- 
possible. 

Dr. Kobertson, city health officer, 
also 'was present at the post mortem 
und he gave similar evidence to that 
Of Dr. Hall and agreed with Ills flnd- 

JjJ3V, Carter— If you had that opera- 
lion to perforin, would you consider 
it serious — would you Inform relatives 
of the patient it was dangerous.' 
Dr. Robertson— No; it is done qulto 
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rctulv to operate. Witness asked if he 
was going to give the hoy ether or chlo- 
roform, and the doctor said he would not 
its the boy could not stand it. "At that 
lime," said Mr. Kiel, "he put the freez- 
er on the hoy's side. 1 pleaded for mer- 
cy, for uiy hoy. 1 told him not to do it. 
He paid no attention to me. Dr. Has- 
ell said, 'Hush, Mr. Kiel, don't interfere 
with our business.' I said, 'remember, 
Dr. Carter, if you do this you're doing it 
against my consent." liy that time he 
had the tube ready to push if into the 
child's body, hut there was difficulty.

'Papa, papa, fan me, fan me.' These 
were his last words. Dr. Carter then 
took the needle from the child's side ami 
it. fell on the floor. Wringing his hands 
he said he wouldn't have this occur for 
one thousand dollars. 1 said, 'Dr. Car- 
ter, 'wlui tliave you done'.'' He said, 
'Mr. Kiel, I'm afraid your child is gone. 
1 said, 'Dr. Carter, you have killed my 
chihl, you have murdered my child.' Dr. 
Carter never said anything. Then I lost 
control of myself ami went out. I mot 
Dr. Cartel' outside the hospital gates and 
1 said, 'Dr. Carter, what did you do that 
for?' He said the child would not have 
lived twenty-foar hours. Dr. Carter did 
not tell me that before the child was 
dead."

Mr. Greer — You have known Dr. Car- 
ter a long time and thought lie was a 
rood doctor'.'

Consent of 
the father may or may not have a hear- 
ing in a civil suit hut it was not in the 
nroviiiee el' the jurv In eases el' tills 
kind the jury cannot consider the abso- 
lute degree of skill which the doctor 
may or may not have had. Hi' did 
lint know Ihnl it entered into the ease, 
[but there can he no doubt that the nec- 
essary qualifications were held hy Dr. 
Carter anil the other medical men who 
had testitied.

"THE PERILS OF IMMIGRATION.". 

"We referred the other day to the 
warning words of Rev. Dr. McLaren, 
superintendent of missions of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada, about 
tlie perils of immigration. His re- 
marks at a gathering in Toronto are 
reproduced in The Presbyterian, and 
the facts which he cites are sufficient 
to emphasize his views on the sub- 
ject. The immigrants for tho last live 
years number as follows, respectively. 
49,149, 67,379, 128,364, 130,331 and 
14G.2G6. The percentage of Anglo- 
Saxons in each year is gratifying 
enough, being for the past four years 
06,732, 41.G4S. 96,203 and 109,462; but 
Dr. McLaren says there Is something 
appalling about the list of nationalities, 
containing as It does the names of 
most of the nations of the world. In 
addition to the Teutonic and Scandi- 
navian races of the north of Kurope, 
and orientals, there are found In the lis; 
Africans, Armenians, Austrlans, Bavar- 
ians, Bohemians, Brazilians, Bukowin- 
ians, Doukhobors, Egyptians, Galiclans, 
Greeks, Hungarians, Italians, Persians, 
Poles, Portuguese, Roumanians, Rus- 
sians, Servians, Spaniards, Syrians and 
Turks. 4 

It is out of this heterogeneous con- 
glomeration, Dr. .McLaren points out, 
that we are expected to fashion an 
intelligent, high-minded body of Cana- 
dian citizens. No such list, he says, 
could have been compiled out of the 
men who came a hundred years ago to 
hew out homes for themselves amid 
the forests of Upper Canada, and of 
whose splendid work in nation-building 
we are reaping the fruits today. As 
stated, when dealing with this matter 
on a previous occasion, the evils that he 

fears are from settling these i pies 

In colonies by themselves, where their 
racial characteristics, language an I 
customs are likely to be perpetuateJ 
and create more race problems In this 
country. That this danger is real is 
shown by what already exists. In the 
southeastern corner of Manitoba there 
is a colony of 5,000 Galiclans, In the 
Dauphin district 8,000, In the Yorkton 
district, .Saskatchewan, 8,000, and in 
the neighborhood of Edmonton 18,000. 
Of Gallcians and Bukowlnlans there 
are In the Northwest GO, 000. The Men-

was interviewed In Montreal, and 
seemed to think — and we quote from 
an Ottawa Free Press (Liberal) edi- 
torial—that the stream of Immigra- 
tion would continue. He decidedly 
approved of the Immigrants who were 
coming from Northern Europe, and 
mildly suggested that even those from 
Southern Europe were a benelU to the 
country. Mr. Preston, who is head of 
the Immigration department for Eu- 
rope, and to a large extent advises the 
minister on the European policy to be 
pursued, has evidently had no Instruc- 
tions Incompatible with the expression 
of such sentiments. 

Mr. Preston is a man of great en- 
ergy, who is looking for results from 
his point of view, from the point of 
view of the immigration agent; but 
as the Ottawa Free Press points out, 
an Immigration agent is iiQt a good 
judge, for he Is apt to allow his appre- 
ciation of numbers to outweigh his 
appreciation of quality. Dr. McLaren 
says that "he is no true son of Canada 
who thinks only of numbers and of 
wealth In connection with our coun- 
try's development, and clamors for a 
i^.r'- Increase of population, no matter 
where it comes from or of what stamp 
It Is, In order that our vast latent 
resources may be the more speedily 
brought under tribute." Now, we 
should not like to say that Mr. Preston 
is no true son of Canada, and of course 
the words were not intended to apply 
to him in his official capacity Never- 
theless, they are true In a very special 
sense. 

There Is another aspect in which 
Dr. McLaren views tin: evil, and what 
he has to say has peculiar force at the 
present lime, with the facts of the 
provincial elections in the Northwest in 
mind: "Is it not almost an outrage 
that in some portions of the Northwest 
the wishes of our Canadian citizens in 
matters of public Importance are liable i 
to be thwarted by the votes of aliens, 
men who have just emerged from serf- j 
dom, who have no true conception of j 
what responsible government means,, 
and who are ignorant of the very 
alphabet of the public life of Canada?" | 
Dr. McLaren, who is known to many of 
our readers, is not a "political parson," j 
lias never taken any active part In 
political life, and has, if anything, 
Liberal tendencies. He is writing 
simply as a man and a minister.

one week. Shorey was accused of em- 
ploying boys In his messenger service 
contrary to the provisions of the law. 
Its constitutionality was upheld by 
Judge Sears.

The following is an indication of the 
wages of women in big hotels: The 
employees In the linen room receive 
$20 a month, with room and board, 
and their hours are well regulated, In 
most of the large hotels. The parlor 
maid or maids come next on the sal- 
ary list with $IS, room and board, and 
the tips often bring this sum up to $110 
or oven $50, says Leslie's Weekly. The 
maid's duties are to keep tho parlor 
swept and dusted, and herself tidy and 
ready to attend the women guests who 
desire her services. The chamber- 
maids, bath room girls, paint cleaners 
and scrub women (of whom every hotel 
employs a small army) each receive 
$12. The work of the two last named 
is distinctly different. A scrub wo- 
man would not think of cleaning paint, 
and a paint cleaner would feel that she 
was demeaning herself in scrubbing 
the flour. Throughout the house the 
question of social distinction is ar- 
gued, the maids feeling above the bath 
room girls, the parlor maid above the 
other maids, and the linen room girls 
above the parlor maids, and so on. 
Human nature is much the same the 
world over. In the parlance of hotel 
employees, scrub women are known as 
"soubrettes," the chamber maids as 
"the chorus," while the parlor maids 
are called "show girls." The "sou- 
brettes" begin work at 1 o'clock In 
the morning, and scrub the floors, and 
go through the house with soap and 
hoi water. At tho Hotel Victoria (the 
exception among the various hotels 
mentioned) the employees are permit- 
ted to enter the help's dining hall at 
any lime of the morning or afternoon 
between regular meals and have a cup 
of tea and, a light lunch— a system 
which has much to do with the con- 
tentment reigning among employees 
of this establishment. The cost is only 
a trifle, and although the plan has 
been in operation for some time, those 
who enjoy its advantages do not abuse 
it.

AN IMPROVED STOVE. 

Kamloops Ranchor Says Ho Has an 
Invention Which Will Draw Well. 

A stove that la expected to prove of 
great assistance not only to miners, 
but also to householders, has recently 
been patented by Mr. Arnald of this 
city, lately of Kamloops. The stove 
Is made of sheet-Iron and is so con- 
structed that it may be taken In to 
any place without the least trouble. 
The stove may be made any size and 
has tbe advantage of being able to be 
used for a cooking .stovo or heater. In 
the latter case it Is only necessary to 
open a draft and a door and all tile 
comforts of an open lire are secured, 
without the least slip of smoke. This 
latter point is partly obtained by u 
four-Inch Iron hearth. The stove has 
three drafts, which makes It a very 
easy stovo to tret going, and it is also 
very easy on fuel. 

It Is claimed for the stove that a fire 
may be kept going for twelve hours 
without the least attention being given 
to it. It is made to burn either wood 
or coal and consumes its own ashes, 
making not more than a quart a week. 

Mr. AVnald says that the Invention 
Is not the result of accident, but of 
years of study and experience on tjie 
stock ranch, in the hunter's camp and 
around the branders' camps of the 
Northwest, also Ideas from the cotton 
states, where every home has an open 
fire. 

With these experiences Mr. Arnald 
has plven the public a stove which 
combines- the qualities of a cooking 
stove and the cheerfulness of an open 
lire. 

Speaking of his invention, Mr. Ar- 
nold says that it will be of great 
benefit to the working class of Can- 
ada, being capable of throwing out a 
great heat In all directions, not only 
from the Bides but from the bottom Of 
the stove as well.

About thirty miles southeast of the 
City of Mexico are tbe ruins of mighty

Kor many centuries these ruins have 
been known by the name of Teotlhua- 
can, which means "The habitation ot 
the gods." Who were the architects 
of these vast works and the time of 
their building is at must an uncertain 
conjecture in view of the little 
data now obtainable. In the 
turies that have gone by, tim 
the band of man have conspired to 
destroy the Immense pyramids and 
sacred structures so systematically 
built, until now there is little sem- 
blance of what was once a grand city 
• of houses and temples. Undoubtedly 
more accurate knowledge of these an- 
cient people could have been ascer- 
tained had nut Cortez and his follow- 
ers in their religions crusade been so 
blindly zealous in the broadside de- 
struction nf everything thai appeared 
to them in pertain in tin- worship of 
things heathenish. 

The ruins of Teotlhuacan cover an 
area about three miles lung from north 
to south by tun miles wide, and con- 
sist of two large pyramids, numerous 
mounds ranging from mere markings 
tn 75 feet in height, and a broad 
avenue leading lengthwise through the 
centre of the ruins. All of these 
works aii- laid mil in regular order, 
evidently always having in view the 
cardinal points of direction and rec- 
tunsulnr ami triangular forms.

mid, which according to tradition was highest, the two on either

Done and the Future Ex- 
ploitation Plans. 



News of. the completion of the high- 
est upraise in the history o£ mining 
Avas received westerday by the president 
of the Alnskn-Perseveaance Mining Com- 
pany, of Now York, who is at the Hotel 
IVnueouver, says the News- Advertiser. 
This company has large and valuable 
properties near Juneau, Alaska, where 
extensive development work has been 
curried on and union money spent. 

In September last Mr. S. A. Lamert, 
one of the editors of the Financial News 
of London. England, visited tlie mines 
of Southeastern Alaska and on his return 
expressed his opinions in an interview 
'published in this paner of the great mines 
of southeastern Alaska. -Mr. Lamert 
devoted considerable time in examining 
the Alaska-Tread well mine on Douglas 
island and the other mines worked and 
controlled by die Treudwell company on 
the island and on the mainland in Silver 
How Basin. He was greatly pleased 
at the work done in these mines, as they 
are all low-grade mines and large divi- 
dend payers, some of them having been 
worked for a gretll many years. 

In his article he stated that the mine 
which attracted his attention most was

owned and operated by the Alnska- 
Pereeverauce Miuinc Company of New 
York, lie described the miner-like way 
in which the work had been done in the 
mine and the tirst-class machinery and 
buildings which were erected at th" 
works. He described also the Alexan- 
der tunnel which was run cutting the 
various lodes and bodies of ore in the 
mine and described the great upraise

This upraise was started at a poiltt 2,140 
feet east of the month of the Alexander 
tunnel to the surface of the mountain 
above. It goes up through very large 
ure bodies assaying from a few cents to 
several dollars per ton. It is the 
Highest Upraise Ever Made 
by any mining company,, being loxS feet, 
and took upwards of two years to com- 
plete. It is arrantred not only for ven- 
tilating the mine, but also that levels 
can «>e run from it into the ore on all 
Hides. 

The mines of the Alaska-Perseverance 
Mining Company were first located about 
the year LSS7. The original loci tors 
formed two small companies winch woi- 
afterwards merged in the Wisconsin 
Mining & Manufacturing Company, In 
1880 this companv completed a ten- 
stamp mill, and between 1880 and ISO.'! 
made several test runs in this mill, reduc- 
ing 8,120 tons of ore as taken out of the 
mine. The returns show the net value 
of the ore to have been $4.00 per ton. As 
no waste dump has been lefl it is evi- 
dent that all the material taken from the 
excavations, opening and workings had 
been worked.

In 
1001 Mr. \V. J. Surherlnnd. ii practical 
operator, acq it i rod control of the prop- 
erties and arranged to thoroughly develop 
the same. lie lioughl the property on 
the representations made to hint by a 
United State-, deputy mineral surveyor, 
whom he had known for n long time, 
land from a statement made by one nf 
the foremen who had previously worked 
in the mine. 

After his arrangements were complet- 
ed for acquiring the property he organ- 
ized the Alnska-1'ersevcrance '.Miniiu 
Company of 'New Yorli nnd conveyed hi* 
interests to thai company. The state 
miont on which he Imuglit the property 
showed that very huge Imrli-'s of ore 
existed in the outcropping* on the sur 
face of the mine which were ready to be 
tiedueed as soon as the mill cntild be com- 
pleted. Believing the statements, Mr.

STATESMANSHIP IN BUSINESS. 

Montreal Daily Herald. 

in tin article on the Hudson's '<av 
Company, published in the Philadelphia 
Saturday Evening Post on .November 11, 
1005, Arthur 10. McParlnue gives some 
of tlie reasons why, in liis opinion, tins 
"Antientc Grente Companie'' has out- 
lived others whose prospects were as 
good ns, or better than, its own. The 
main reason was that tile .succession of 
English merchants who have ruled tho 
Hudson Ray Company front its begin- 
ning down to the present time framed 
their business policy on principles of 
statesmanship. They wore out not 
only for the good profits of tlieir day but 
to build for the future ns well. When 
tbev might have given the Indians beads 
nnd baubles for their furs, t hey gave 
them instead dry goods, guns and am- 
munition and provisions: They aimed 
at getting tne good will of the people 
they dealt with, and once they hnd it 
they strove to keep it. This could only 
ho done by square fettling, and by being 
.satisfied with fair profits, by modera- 
tion in the exercise of power," by diplo- 
matic generosity, by wise toleration of 
rivals. Through the employment of 
those tactics the company's business has 
nourished for nearly two hundred and fif- 
ty years; it has practically no enemies; 
then; are none who wish it harm? Can 
that be said about tho great trading 
corporations of today V Has the Amer- 
ican Packers' Combine any enemies? 
'i.ie Coal Trust V The Refrigerator Car 
Monopoly? Tho Oil Monopoly? No 
need to ask. Their enemies grow strong- 
er In numbers, more venomous every 
day. They have no shelter but the 
law. And none to thank but themselves. 
They have been greedy ami cruel; they 
have used their power arrogantly nnd 
relentlessly; crushed every rTv-al, great 
and small, whenever they could; they 
have taken thought for today's huge 
profits only and alio wed the morrow to 
take thought for itself. Will they last 
out two nnd n half centuries, as the Hud- 
son's Bay Company has lasted? 

Almost a lonely instance of the high- 
er kind of statesmanship as practiced 
by the big companies of the States is 
furnished by the .United States Steel 
I Corporation, which has, on one or two 
occasions, prevented runaway markets 
in iron and steel by selling its goods for 
j lower prices than it was aide to demand. 
On the other hand, the policy pursued 
bv tliis same great corporation in regard 
to steel rails can hardly be described as 
| statesmanlike. And how about busi- 
ness in Canada? We tire soberer, cool- 
er than our neighbors to the south; wc 
do not, so much, ruslt to extremes. Il 
is possible, here, to point to not a few 
instances of statesmanship in business. 
The quality is more apt to be found, 
perhaps, in railroading than in trading. 
Railroad managers are always thinking 
of building up industries and trade along 
their lines. Where a cheap freight rate 
will call important new industries into 
existence the cheap rate is often given. 
When the northwest was young the C. 
1'. It. gave extraordinarily cheap rates 
on cattle transported from the ranches 
to the seaboard. One result was the 
rajnu development of our ranching indus- 
try. That was statesmanship. In 
trading also we have companies already 
petting up in years who have always 
been moderate, wise, thoughtful of the 
future. Wc can Bud, too, instances of 
practices and policies which do not seem 
so well calculated to confer tho gift of 
longevity on those who use them. Our 
Manufacturers' Association, for exam- 
ple, asked the Mother Land to give our 
grain a preference over foreign grain, 
nut they would give nothing in return. 
Not everv one considers that stulesrann- 
like. Statesmanship gives as well as 
takes. And there will not be many 
Canadians who count as statesmanlike 
the methods employed by the combines 
(•rented by Jenkins and Hardy of To-, 
ronto. They are of a nature likely to 
renet. with violence on those who use 
them. The following paragraph from 
Mr. 'JVicFarlrme's article mentioned 
above seems singularly happy: 

"Supposing, whether you are dealing 
with black or white or yellow men, the 
sound financial philosophy is in not 
wishing to do all the business? Sup- 
posing, when yotl have become the 
greatest of millers, it should be in no- 
wise to your interests to get possession 
of all the farming country from which 
you draw your wheal, or to own the 
bakeries to which you once sold your 
Hour? Supposing it is good business to 
leave the oilier and smaller man his in- 
dependence, his jo- in what: he has cre- 
ated, his man-feeling? What it, as 
your slave, ins hate must eventually and 
inevitably destroy you?"

London, Dec. 15.— Tho Si. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, in 
a despatch dated December II, says:

! timi representing numerous leagues of a 
patriotic complexion, including Prince 
I Schorbutoff ami other noblemen, many 
of whom are desirous for a return of the 
ancient autocratic regime and m-e there- 
fore dissatisfied with the cabinet of 
I Count Witte. Though they made no 
.secret of their aspirations the Emperor 
did not give them the slightest hope thai 

there would be any deviation from the 
I promises made in the manifesto of Juuc 
•SO. In a Short speech His Majesty

Infernal Machine Found on Board of 
President's Train. 



Find of Fossils.— During his visit lo 
Nanaimo some weeks ago Dr. Poole, the 
government geologist secured several 
line specimens of fossil clams. Sin-e 
then word has been received from Ot- 
tawa that in all probability two entirely 
new .specimens hare .been found in the 
lot. Today Mr. Budge who was instru- 
mental in getting the fossils for Dr. 
Poole, ran across two more splendid 
"finds." They are fossil chnns at the 
extraordinary weight of twenty pounds. 
They were found tit Departure Bay. 
Mr. Budge will forward them to the geo- 
logical department at Ottawa for analy- 
sis. It, is thought that one of them is 
another variety [hitherto unknown to 
Canadian scientists in the gulf regiou. 
Around iNtinnlmO there are many rare 
varieties of fls.il fossils unknown to Can- 
adian scientists. There arc several 
specimens found there that are known 
not to exist elsewhere. 

Victoria College Lecture.— The fifth 
lecture of the Victoria College course 
was delivered on Friday evening by 
Mr. Napier Denison of the meteoro- 
logical service, to a large and appre- 
ciative audience. The subject, "Vol- 
canoes," was illustrated by numerous 
lantern slides. Among the Interest- 
ing points touched upon were the 
various types of volcanic action, in- 
cluding Stromboli, Vesuvius, Solfatara, 
Martinique and Krnkatou; the ma- 
terial erupted; steam the main ex- 
plosive force; the probable cause of 
the presence of such quantities of 
water in the molten rock within the 
earth. With few exceptions all vol- 
canoes are either situated on conti- 
nents near the sea or upon islands, 
and in three chief ridges extending 
north and south where the earth's 
crust has been broken through and 
extensive upheavals have occurred. 

Fish Curing Project. — J. J. Godfrey, 
of the legal Arm of Godfrey & Potten- 
ger. has just returned from a trip lo 
England, where he has been endeavor- 
ing, with a fair amount of success, to 
Interest capital in a large fish-curing 
scheme for the Vancouver district, 
says the News- Advertiser. The pro- 
posed working capital the company 
is stated at $750,000. During- Mr. 
Godfrey's visit he succeeded in Inter- 
esting Mr. W. Home-Payne, a leading 
shareholder of the British Columbia 
Electric Hallway Company, ami Mr. 
J. Buntzen, managing director of the 
same company. It Is the intention of 
Mr. Godfrey to lay the matter before 
the council of the board of trade at 
Us next meeting. The operations of 
the proposed company comprise the 
handling of all kinds of deep-sea fish, 
exclusive of salmon, and the idea is to 
have the works established near Van- 
couver, though the head office of the 
company will be In London, Eng.
